SYNTAX. 



§ 74. Construction of Sentences. 

1. A sentence contains one or more propositions. 

2. A proposition consists of three parts, Subject^ 
Predicate, Copula; 

the subject is the thing or person spoken of; 
the predicate is that which is said of the subject ; 
the copula connects the subject and predicate ; as, 
SoXcov iorl Kpvrii^f — Solon is judge. 

3. The simple copula is the verb earl, is ; when any 
other verb is used, it contains the copula joined with 
the predicate ; as, 

XciKcov /cp(p€L, — Solon judges. 

4. The subject is in the Nominative case, except 
when the verb is in the Infinitive Mood. 

5. The Obliqm cases usually express the object of 
an action or feeling. 

6. The object is either immediate or remote : 

The immediate object is the thing produced or acted 
upon, and with verbs is put in the Accusative case ; as, 

TTOlA TOVTO, TVirTQ) aVTOV, 

I do this. I strike him. 

The remote object is the thing or person /or which an 

action is done, or to which any reference is made ; as, 

SiScofii aoi, ava^Xhrto avrt^, 

I give to thee. I look up to him. 

Many llules in Greek Syntax are the same as in 
Latin; the following. peculiarities may be noted. 
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§ 75. Concords. 

1. A subject in the neuter plural requires a verb in 
the singular ; as, 

Tct TTpdr/fiaTd i<m ^aXeTrA, 
the things are difficult. 

2. A relative often takes the case of the ante- 
cedent; as, 

I use the books which I have. 

§ 76. The Oblique Gases. 

* 

1. With passive verbs the Agent by whom the ac- 
tion is performed is put in the Genitive with vtto ; as, 

TVTTTOfiai VTTO COVj, 
I am beaten by thee. 

2. Verbs of buying, selling, valuing, or exchanging, 
take a Genitive of the price or value ; as, 

wviovrat ravra^; 'xprj/jbdroyv fi€ya\xoVy 
they buy these for large sums. 

3. Verbs and nouns take a Dative case to denote 
the instrument, cause, or manner of existence ; as, 

(TKriTTTptp aVTOV €Tin^€, 

he struck him with a sceptre. 

4. A point of time is expressed in the Genitive, and 
sometimes in the Dative or Accusative ; as, 

TOV aVTOV 'x^ifiwvo^:, 
in the same winter. 

5. Genitive Absolute. — A substantive or pronoun is 
often joined to a participle in the Genitive case ; as, 

TOVTO, e/ioO /ca0€vSovTo<:^ iyevero, 
this happened, while 1 was sleeping.

§ 77. Comparatives. 

1. The Comparative compares one object with 
another by means of ^, than ; as, 

T^ 0€G) Kpeltraov rj dvOpdyrrt^ apiaxetp^ 
it is better to please God than num.

§ 78. PllONOUNS.

2. In the oblique cases avTb<: is used by itself as a 
personal pronoun ; as.

§ 79. The Article.

2. The Article with an adjective is equivalent to a 
substantive; as,

3. The Article with a participle is equivalent to a 
relative with a verb ; as, 

oi avdpayjToi ol tovto Treiroiij/coTe^^ 
the men who have done this. 

4. The Article with an adverb is equivalent to an 
adjective; as, 

ol irdXai avOpoyiroi,^ i} vvv (ro<t>la^ 

former men. modem wisdom. 
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5. The Article marks the subject of a proposition, 
and distinguishes it from the predicate ; as, 

i/uf fl T/fiepa iyivero^ 
the day became night. 

6. The Article he/ore an adjective marks it as an 
epitkety and distinguishes it from an adjective used as 
a predicate ; as, 

oi KaKoX avhpe^y oi avBpe^ fcaKol^ 

the bad men. the men are bad. 

§ 80. Moons OF Verbs. 

1. The Optative mood expresses a wish ; as, 

& Trat, yevoio warpo^ eirrv^ioTepo^ 
O son, may you prove more fortunate than your father. 

2. The Optative expresses possibility or doubt^ and is 
then accompanied by av ; as,

3. After conjunctions, the Subjunctive refers to jpr^ 
sent or future time, the Optative to past time ; as,

I come that I may see. I came that I tniffkt see. 

4. The Infinitive mood, with the Article, may be 
used in all cases like a common noun ; as, 

TO fjuavOdveiv, rov fiav0dp€iv, r& fiavddveiVy 

the learning. of the learning. to the learning. 

§ 81. Adverbs — Negatives. 

1. From the two simple negatives ou, /x^, all others 
are formed ; as, ouS^, ovTrm^ — M^K /a^ttg). 

2. Ov denies something as a matter of fact; fir) 
denies something as thought of in the mind. 

3. Two or more negatives increase the force of the 
negation; as, 

oiy kipaKa ovheva ovSafjbWy 
I have never seen any one at all.

About, or for the sake of, with Gen. or Dat.

Gen. From, proceeding from ; as, Tphs ^fji&y, from you. 
Dat. In addition to ; as, xphs roiroiSt in addition to these things. 
Ace. To, towards, against; as, irp6s ere, to thee. So vpbs ravra, 
upon this. 

7. Tiro [under]. 

Gen. From under ; as, irh rrjs (Tici^i^r, from under the tent. 
Dat. Under, beneath ; as, urh Tpolc^t beneath Troy. 
Ace. Under, with motion to ; as, itrh "IXioy ^Atfe, he came under 
Ilium. *
